John F. Kennedy’s countrym en would 
be satisfied to keep the full testimony of 
the W arren Commission’s report on the 
awful events in Dallas in the confidential 
files. They have confidence in the com­ 
m ission’s findings. They do not dem and 
every shred of the testim ony on which 
the findings were based. 
But, the crim e being w hat it was and 
the repercussions being w hat they were, 
it is necessary to put everything In the 
record on public display, to offset any 
possible accusation of concealment. Hence, 
there will be a great deal of the kind of 
distasteful detail that has been given out 
the last few days. 
The ultim ate horror of the Kennedy as­ 
sassination is the realization that our so­ 
ciety is interlaced and Intertwined with 
people like Lee H arvey Oswald. They go 
from childhood to their graves on a zig­ 
zag course of irrationality, violent hatreds, 
changes of heart, indefensible decisions, 


violence, plotting, m alice and borderline 
insanity. 
They are not dangerous enough to be 
confined. They are not crim inal enough 
to be locked up. They have the sam e priv­ 
ileges and freedoms 
as 
their 
fellows, 
though they frequently use their individ­ 
ual rights to underm ine the individual 
rights of others. 
At any instant of any day in any life, 
one of these potential m ad dogs m ay run 
amuck. 
The only 
personal 
protection 
against them is the law of probability; 
that when it happens the m ad dog’s vic­ 
tim will be someone else. But it can be 
any one who gets in the way. 
jo h n F. Kennedy, 25th president of the 
United States, happened to be in the path 
of Oswald when he ran amuck the final 
time.

The Experts Are Stumped 


During the next two years, m ore than 
750.000 teen-agers will be entering the U.S.

lem in America. 
Both the FBI and the Secret 
Service

ening nature which are turned 
over to these agencies by inter­ 
ested citizens. It takes a good 
deal of tim e and money to in­ 
vestigate these cases, but this 
should not be a discouragem ent

The subject is related to the 
whole question of crime 
The 
streets in many a city are try- 
day dangerous, particularly aft­ 
er dark and to persons on foot. 
The local police force is usually 
inadequate. 
There are not enough police­ 
men available to keep watch on 
every' area in cities and towns 
where crimes are likely to oc­ 
cur. 
Public 
funds 
are

spent for all kinds of purposes

to 
America. 
What is needed today is nnf 
merely a "great society” but 
a safe society. This will never 
he accomplished until the police 
force has been materially in­ 
creased by every state, city and

Rotten Boroughs*

Mark Twain used to tell a 
story about a trainload of state 
legislators who were going on 
a picnic. 


The train was held up by ban­ 
dits. Having relieved the ban­ 
dits of their valuables, the legis­ 
lators proceeded to their picnic. 
This, of course, is not an ac­ 
curate description of 
modern 
state legislators. For one thing, 
they lack the old-time vigor. 


But many of them are putting 
up quite a fight — a fight they 
cannot possibly win — a fight to 
preserve “ rotten boroughs ” 
The term rotten borough de­ 
rives from 
British parliamen­ 
tary history The big dictionary 
defines a rotten borough thus 
"An election district that has 
many fewer 
inhabitants 
than 
other election districts with the 
same voting power ” 
This 
exactly 
describes 
the 
situation now prevailing in most 
states of ihe Union. There has 
been a tremendous growth in 
the population of cities and sub­ 
urbs. especially the latter, but 
the outnumbered rural folks still 
control - or at least exercise a 
veto power — in most state leg­ 
islatures. 
in some cases the state con­ 
stitutions called for mandatory 
reapportionment after each cen­ 
sus but legislators blithely ig­ 
nored this requirement, in some 
eases for as long as 60 years.

from the Supreme Court 
"How 
long do we have to 
wait0' asked Chief Justice Karl 
Warren, with the air of a man 
who is tired of waiting. 
Now the law of the land — as

have to be equal in population, 
as nearly as practicable.
